INTERESTING CONCESSIONS. 


Among some of the interesting con- 


cessions is the 
Chinese building. 


Their large building is filled with all 
sorts of odd art ware from the Celestial 
Kingdom, Tho carved furniture is 
very 
beautiful 
and 
required 
any 


amount of work to perfect it as the 
work is all done by hand and some of 
the pieces are very elaborate, especially 
the bridal set, a cabinet and chairs. 
The Sedau bridal chair is a rare novel- 
ty to us. It is upholstered and draped 
iu the finest hand embroidered scarlet 
silk and looks exceedingly comfortable. 
In China the bride is carried from her 
father's home to that of her future 
husband iu one of these chairs sup- 
ported on the shoulders 
of eight 


slaves. Following in the bridal train are 
slaves carrying unique bridal presents. 
Two of these customary presents are 
on exhibition beside the chair. They 
are a conglomeration of dragons, birds, 
flowers and children. I suppose each 
constitutes some allegorical tale, but 
not being up in Chinese lore I was un- 
able to see anything charming it; such 
presents. Chinese sacred lilies and 
other plants are shown in profusion in 
the court of the building; Chinese 
delicacies are to be found in the vari- 
ous booths, also Oriental silks and em- 
broidery, artistic 
chinaware, imple- 


ments of war, shields, etc. The theatre 
with its troop of young boys in their 
grotesque characters and by-play form 
an interesting study of the arts and 
customs of a much despised race of 
people. 


THE COLORADO GOLD MINE 


la worth investigating. Tber have a 
model of the Saratoga gold mine of 
that State, in full operation. It is a 
very good representation of deep min- 
ing and must have required no end of 
ingenuity and patience to have every 
detail work to such perfection. 


Oregon's hydraulic mining adjoins 


Colorado's building aiid is a miniature 
hydraulic apparatus, with pipes and 
giants one-twelfth the usual working 
size, washing the gold from a heap of 
pay gravel from Ashland, Oregon. All 
work is being just as thoroughly done 
by this pigmy as by the large machines 
in the regular mine in Oregon. The 
scenic effect is carried out by paint- 
ings of mountain streams leading up 
to where the flume takes the water and 
carries it to the giants. This is the 
only exhibit Oregon has sent to the 
Fair, but what there is is very good. 


Nevada's building is now in tip-top 


order, and a full discription of it will 
be along in the near future. The lit- 
tle building has many attractions for 
visitors to the grounds and thousands 
find their way there each day.

They Will be Enlarged. 


The School Trustees of this city met 


at the office of Judge Webster last 
evening to consider what might be 
done to provide for our ever increas- 
ing school population. The principal 
was authorized to transfer a class from 
Miss Unruh's room to Mies Loder's 
room, thereby making provision for 
accommodating new pupils in the re- 
ceiving class at the Riverside school. 
This, of course, is but a temporary ar- 
rangement to tide over the present 
term. 


The trustees realize, and it is well 


for the public to bear it in mind, that 
Reno is to-dtiy face to face with the 
proposition of enlarging its 
school 


buildings or putting up a flne new 
building in the very near future. At 
different times in Reno 50, 60, 70 or 
even 80 pupils were herded into a single 
room, and they were supposed to be 
enjoying good school advantages, but 
they were not taught and could not be 
as they are now, or as they ought to be 
taught. It is false economy, as well as 
false hygiene and false education, to 
overload a room or a teacher with 
pupils. 


General Powning appeared before 


the Board, representing many heavy 
taxpayers, and urged them to secure 
a large block for school purposes, and 
submit to the people the proposition of 
building a school house that shall be 
worthy of Reno. He offered his large 
block on Second street for $5,000 for 
that purpose; or he would favor the 
purchase of a block elsewhere if more 
suitable financially or in location. 


The Board! has taken the matter 


under advisement, and will submit 
their conclusions to the people for ap- 
proval or rejection. 
It is believed 


that a $30,000 school I uilding would be 
a grand advertisement for Reno, giv- 
ing us school facilities unsurpassed by 
any town of like population on the Pa- 
cific Coast, and Reno is likely to fill 
the building in the next two years, A 
large portion of it would be needed 
next year. Can we ever secure suitable 
grounds and build as cheaply as now?

direction of the lead. The Mexican 
laim is producing ore, of which there 
are several tons on the dump, and there 
are a number of other claims which 
show gold, but until the value of the 
ore is determined by having it worked 
experts will be cautious in expressing 
their opinions.

The Slayer of 
Charley 
WInnemueca 


1^ roe. 


Willie Dunn, a full-blooded Pinte 


Indian, who was convicted of man- 
slaughter in the United States District 
Court at Carson and sentenced to ten 
years' imprisonment in the United 
States penitentiary in Ohio, has been 
pardoned by the President on account 
of failing health. 


Willie Dunn was raised at Star City, 


Hutnboldt county. 
When a boy he 


was taken to Visalia, California, by a 
white family. 
In 1868, his father went 


to Visalia and brought back his son. 
When the boy grew to man's estate he 
went to Pyramid Eeservation. 
One 


day he had some trouble with Charlie 
Winnemucca, one of the finest looking 
braves at the agency. 
Charlie ridi- 


culed Willie, who was a small Indian, 
and spoke slightingly of him in the 
presence of some of the young women 
of the tribe. 
This angered the little 


Indian, who could not brook such 
taunts in the presence of the young 
women, so he drew a knife and killed 
Charley. The old Indians held a coun- 
cil and decided to hang Willie in three 
days. This was not entirely satisfac- 
tory to the friends of Charley who held 
that hanging a little Indian like Willie 
Dunn would not make amends for the 
killing of a big, fine-looking Indian 
like Charlie Winnemucca. 


"W. D. C. Gibson, who was agent at 


Pyramid at the time, ascertained that 
the Indians intended to hang Willie, 
whom they held a prisoner, and he tel- 
egraphed the United States Marshal. 
That officer went to the reservation, 
and through the intercession of Agent 
Gibson, was permitted to take Willie 
to Carson to be tried " all the same as 
a white man." As above stated he was 
convicted and sentenced in the United 
States Court. 
Prison life is too con- 


fining for Indians who are accustomed 
to living in the open air, and his health 
gave way. Some of his white friends 
petitioned the President to pardon him 
and he has complied with their re- 
quest.
